Sew. were those athong whom Christ lived and worked who were full of 
prejudice against Him, just as there are people today prejudiced against 
the acceptance of His claims. The prejudice of the enemies with whom Christ 
had to deal in person was an active, aggressive prejudice, and born of jeal- 
ousy—a form of prejudice not easily removed. It had a firm hold on the 
Scribes and Pharisees, who never denied the wonderful deeds of Christ, but 
ascribed them to Satan or to other influences. When Christ reasoned with 
them, and they were unable to reply, they threw stones at Him 

Un one occasion Christ told the people what would be the sign of signs 
of His Divinity, and He told them it would be the sign of Jonas, the prophet, 
which was easily understood by them. On another occasion, speaking of 
Himself, Christ declared “they shall deliver Him to the Gentiles to be mocked 
and scourged and crucified, and the third day He «hall rise again” (Matt. 
20, 19). His enemies knew that He had foretold His resurrection and that is 
why they begged Pilate to furnish soldiers who would guard His grave lest 
His friends should steal His body and send out word that he had risen. “Sir, 
we have remembered that that seducer said while He was yet After 
three days I will rise again’ (Matt. 27, 63). 

No fact of history is better authenticated than that of the Resurrection. 
It is reported by nine contemporary historians who speak of what they wit 
nessed and wrote, and for the benefit of people who could easily contradict 
them. The death of Jesus was officially reported; His bones were not broken 
as was the custom, because He was already dead, but His heart was pierced 

vith a lance; His grave was carefully guarded. The guards could offer no 
explanation for the empty grave, but they were bribed to say that His 
aposties stole their Master while they slept. St. Augustine «miles at the 
idea of sleeping witnesses. 

Christ remained on earth for forty days following His Resurrection in 
order that those who had witnessed His execution might see Him bearing the 
wounds of the crucifixion. He appeared to many people, even to as many as 
000 at one time. He was seen in every portion of Palestine, and His Resur- 
rection was so generally discussed that when fifty days later St. Peter preach. 
ed to an assembly gathered in Jerusalem to observe the feast of Pentecost, 
3000 were converted and baptized on that one da) 

The apostles were anything but over-credulous They not only had te 
be shown, but Christ frequently rebuked them for their little faith, When 
Thomas, who was not present in the cenacle with the other apostles on the 
day of the Resurrection, was informed about it, he declared that he would 
not believe it until he could put his finger in the holes of the nails in Christ's 
hands and feet and his hand into Christ's side. A week later Christ afforded 
him that opportunity and invited him to convince himself according to the 
manner he proposed. 

The Resurrection of Christ is an irrefutable proof of His Divinity. Ged 
might empower you or me to work miracles, and even to raise the dead to 
life, but only one who is Divine could give life back 
and, particularly,

to his own lifeless body. 
in response to a challenge for a proof of His Divinity if 
Christ had not come forth from the tomb, according to Mis promise. the 
world would have rejected Him, His aposties themselves would have declared 
themselves deceived. St. Paul assures us that His preaching would be vain. 
and our faith vain, if Christ had not risen from the dead. When electing a 
successor to Judas the body of the aposties insisted that it be one who had 
been a witness to the Resurrection.

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WHAT THE RESURRECTION MEANS TO US. 

If science has proved one fact conclusively, it is that life 
cannot proceed from dead matter, But there is one fact of 
our own experience which is equally true, and it Is that the 
life germ latent in the seed is liberated when the seed is 
buried and begins to corrupt and decay. The farmer retains 
a portion of his last year’s wheat, and oats, and corn to 
serve as seed for the production of a new supply the next 
seaton, In each instance the grain is sown or planted in the 
ground, and, after a very brief interval the life germ sends 
forth a sprout that breaks the bonds of its grave and shoots 
forth verdant life, which continues to develop until the har- 
vest, which represents maturity or old age for the stalk, 
which, after producing a numerous progeny, dies. 

The same lesson is taught by the four seasons through 
which we live once a year. Nature seems to be born anew in 
spring, is at the peak of its life in summer, begins to decline 
in the fall, and presents the appearance of death throughout 
the winter. But the greater lesson of nature is life, and not 
death. It is shrouded in death only during one among the 
four seasons. 

Now do you think that a different law governs him for 
whom all other things exist? St. Paul speaks of the sowing 
of our corruptible bodies after death, of a burial in the ground 
of the human body, just as the grain of corn is buried, and 
of the rising of an incorruptible body. He contends that this 
is the second Jesson of importance which Christ intended to 
teach by His death and resurrection. The first lesson, of 
course, was to prove His divinity beyond all dispute. Until 
the resurrection of Jesus it was not known by experience that 
men would rise again, because, according to the plan of God, 
this was not to happen until the end of time. The resurrec- 
tion of man is not due to any life germ in the corruptible 
body, but to the permanent existence of the principle or source 
of life in that body, ever ready to revivifyit. By the Crea- 
tor’s power, the body will be reconstructed, In its remaking 
the glory or the lack of it will be determined by the eterna! 
fate of the soul to which it will be once more united. 

No intelligent man, if he be honest, could dispute the im- 
mortality of the human soul. But does it not seem eminently 
fitting and worthy of the goodness of God that the soul’s earth- 
ly companion should also be’ita companion after time will be 
no more? Does it not seem eminently fitting that, sinee the 
human body had such an intimate part in the good works by) 
which God is served and Heaven merited, it too should shar: 
with the soul in the reward for those good works? Of course, 
the opposite seems equally fitting, viz.: that the body which 
has contributed greatly to the sending of the soul to hell 
should itself be compelled to endure the same punishment 
with it. 

But Christ, says St. Paul, is “the first fruit of the grave” 
and by His resurrection He intended to show us that “we 
also shal! rise again,’ just as by His ascension into Heaven 
He intended to point out to us where our true home is, “that 
where | am you also may be.” 

Resolve to rise from the grave of sin even now, and live 
the risen life, the supernatural life, which alone conduces to a 
resurrection such as Christ’s was.
